BI7ANINO OF THE CHEROKEE ! 


From $500,000 to $600,000 Lou. 


On Friday evening last, nbout 7 o'clock, 


the steamer Cherokee, lying at the foot of 
Wurren-st., New York, was discovered to 
be on fire, and before it could be subdued. 
the vessel with her entire cargo were con- 
sumed. There were but two persons on the 
vesse! when the flames broke out, nnd they 
gave tho immediate alarm, but the hull of 
the ship was soon enveloped in flamea, 
spreading a bright light over the heavens, 
and creating an intense alarm in the upper 
part of the city. An immense crowd hasti- 
ly wended their way to the direful scene. 


The New York Times speaks of the con- 


flagration as follows : 


The red tongued element burst out fero- 


ciously from the port holes, crawled up the 
timbers, went down the beams, flickered 
about the tnasta, ate up the cordage, waved 
to and fro, nnd set off' the rigging and hull 
in bold relief against the clouded skv. 
We 


have rarely seen a more beautiful sight—al- 
ways divesting the subject of its more mel- 
ancholy features—than the ship nt the mo- 
ment when the flumes had thoroughly en- 
wrapped her. 
The brilliant light shed by 


the Mazing vessel upon the surrounding 
wharves, piers nnd vessels, bathed the scene 
in ruddy colors, unmatched by any painter's 
art. The night was still and dark, nnd thou- 
sands upon thousands of men and lads were 
perched, like clusters of bees, upon every 
available stand point within view of the 
wharf where the vessel lay. The North 
River barges, with their flat roofs and roomy 
sides, presented capital points for a view.— 
The firemen brought their hose to piny up- 
on the vessels in the vicinity of the burning 
ship, and the sound of the rushing wnter, 
the snapping of the flames, and the exclama- 
tion of the multitude, as a new tongue of 
flume would shoot up from the hold of the 
ship, fur above the main body of fire, made 
up a tableaux that is not often witnessed 
even in New York. The sight was grnnd ; 
when you came to think nbout it, the charrn 
wns lost. 


The Cherokee belonged to George Law & 


Co.'s line of New Orleans and Hnvnmt puck- 
ots, and was among the first vessels to engiigo 
in the California passenger travel from this 
port. 
She has been H favorite steamer, and 


has made good passages. The loss to ike 
owners and freighters will be very honvy-— 
probably not less than $100,000 on the ves- 
sel, and $500,000 on the cargo. 


She wns to sail on her outward trip in a 


few days, was heavily laden with a valuable 
cargo nnd n large number of passengers were 
to snil in her, arid many of them had sent 
their baggage on board. 


It is supposed thut the fire was occasioned 


by spontaneous combustion. 


The entire cargo was valued at some 


$500,000, which was fully insured. On the 
vessel there wns no insurance. 


During the confusion incident to the crowd- 


ing together of so many people, an accident 
occurred which narrowly escaped being a 
serious one. From one of the piers jutting 
out towards the bow of the burning vessel, n 
man WHS pushed into the water nnd disap- 
peared for some time under the projecting 
wharf; a great cry was raised, and soon boats 
put off" to his rescue, one of which, after some 
delay, succeeded in saving the unlucky spec- 
tator, who was found clinging in terror to 
one of the posts of the wharf.
